Firſt, the Moꝛlo and J tame together, and betauſe J 
formd no man in the Mola, J aſtended vp info Peauen 
and there aſſaulted: the extellenteſt Angell of all the whole 
companp, caſted Lucifer, who at my pꝛeſent arinall en- 
fertapned and reteiued mi ſoꝛ his Gonerncfle, and ſo dyd 
man moe of his coequalles.

that ruer were ol the lerde of — 2 
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and the ſonnes ol Seth, J made them truſt in their otone 
ftrength, not onelp touching feates of warre, but J cauſed 
them aſſo to contemne the woꝛd of God, and the knowledge 
of the ſame : J perſwaded them fo vſe their libertie, and to 
line accoꝛding to theiriuſt, in lecherp and all other abhomi⸗ 
nation, without regard of the vpꝛightnes of nature, honeſtp, 
oz the feare of God. 

When Noe had pꝛeathed ſo2tie yteres ſpace of the laſt 
deſtruction of the wo2id, theſe obſtinate Giants being nuſs 
ſeled in all wickedneſſe of life, deteſtablp turned all his ad⸗ 


monitions and ſermons fo mockerp: whereat God was 


wꝛoth, and ſent a great floud which dzowned all lining erea⸗ 
tures,ſauing Noe and bis thzæ Bons, Sem, Cham, lapheth, 
and their wines. Then thought to haue loſt my raigne in 
the wozld, but in ſhozt ſpace they increaſed wonderfully. 
Then J counſailed them fo build an high Tower, which 

might reach as high as Heauen, that in deſpite of God they 
might ſane themlelnes, if againe ha meant to dzowne the 
wozld. But God confounded their deuice:and where befoze 
all the wozld ſpake in one language, be diuided them, ſo that 
the Tower remained bnfniſhed,fo; the builders vnderſtod 
not each others ſpeach. 

Chen the poſteritics of Noah were dil. erſed thꝛoughout 
the woꝛld, and J raigned amongeſt them everp where, coun 
"felling manie nations to fozſake the knowledge of God,and 

fo wozthip the hoaſt of heauen, as the Bun, the Pone, the 
Stars, the [lanefs,the Fire, the Mater, the Ap2e,e Earth, 


and to make Jools and honour them, in the likeneſſe of men, 


of beaſts, and birds, and to woꝛſhip them, ſo that the true 
knowledge of God = pꝛoper but᷑ bnto one people, deſ⸗ 


cended from the loines oh Abraham, and they are the Jewes. 

Then J demaunded Molly, how Jdolatry entered the 
woꝛld, and where ſhee tot plate firſt. Pp Son (quoth hee) 
bnderffand that Jdolatrie hath bene bꝛought into the wozld 
by my meanes, ſoꝛ Jdotatry toe her firſt oziginall and be 
ginning in Chaldea, inthe ECity ol Babilon, e in the region 


07 country of the Afsirians; in the raigne of Ninus the thiro 
C.ig. king, 
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King, which was the fon of Bel, Bel of Nemroth, Nemroth 
of Chus, Chus of Cham, Cham of Noe: ſo that Ninus the 
third King of Babilon, was the firſt man that did ozdaine 
Temp les, and ſet bp altars, to ſacrifice bpon, vnto his Fa⸗ 
ther Bel, and fo luno his mother. Firſt hee faſhioned their 
ffanding Images, and ſet them in the middeſt of the Citie of 
Babilon, and that was the firſt beginning of Idolatrpꝛother 
neighbours and nations did as much: the A egiptians made 
the like by Oſiris, ſurnamed Iupiter, the true ſonne of Cham 


andot Rhea. The ſame Oſiris after his death was cllmed 


of the Aegiptians foz his verfne to bee a God, ſo that the 
matter by mp counſellquoth Folly)turned fo Jdolatry. Foz 
they offred facrifice vnto him & honourcd him in foꝛme of an 
Dre oꝛ a Calle: the like alſo did the childzen of Iſraell in the 
deſarts to their Idol, which afterwards was named Serapis. 

But as pet France and Germanic were not infected with 
Idolatry, howbe&if J did mine indeauour to make it moze 
vniuerſall, and ceaſed not, till that ſhoztlp after this peſtilence 
had taken rote. Foz the abone named Ninus, Son of Bel; 
King of Babilon, married Semiramis that wonderfull: wo! 
man, who(as it is lozitten) deuiſed that all the male childzer 
Gould be gelded: of her body begat h one Son, named Ni. 
nus the ſecond: amd by another wife her had another ſonne 
called Trabeta, who by right of ſuceeſſion ſbould haue ins 


ioped the crowne of Babilon, but that his mother in-law 


kept him from it, and toke the gouernment and rule vnto 
her ſelle, & kept it in the b&halfe of her poung Hon Ninus. 
T rabeta then fearing his ep mother fled from Babilon, and 
alter long franaile h arined in Fraunce, not far from the 
riuer of Rheene, where he founded & citie & called it Treues, 
which is pet a very auncient Citie. At that time was G- 
lica Belgica and all the country abont it, which we tall. Low 
Almaine firſt infected E popſoned with Jdolatrp,which-was: 


. 1947-yteres beefoze the incarnation of Jeſus Chzilt. There 


Trabeta(by my counſell)made the picture of his grandfather 
Bel the ſon of Nemroth, the great giant 4 firſt Saturne af the. 
Babilonians, to bee wozſhipped in ihe citie of W afs. 
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terward Bauo who founded the citie Belges, otherwiſe called 
Bauoy in Hainot, had taken by foꝛte the citie of Treues, and 
victoꝛioully bꝛought to Bauoy all the treaſure of Treues, and 
their Idols, wherewith alſo he bꝛought his own idols from 
Phrigia. By thts meanes the errour of Jdolatry was moꝛe 
anthoziſed. Fo2 by mp counſel he built with the ſpoiles of his 
conqueſt ſeanen mernailons and might temples in his Ci⸗ 
tie, which had ſeauen doꝛes, accoꝛding to the ſeauen planets, 
they had alſo a thonſand towꝛes, euerp one an hundꝛeth cu⸗ 
bits high, and eight&ne fot bꝛoad. As foz other nations, they 
were euen no other, then the Babilonians,the AE giprians,the 
Phrigians, the French men, and the Germaines,fo2 the god 
Patriarke Noah, otherwiſe called Ianus, hauing dwell in Ita- 
lie 82. pers, and being 9 5 9.y&res old. 3 o pres (02 therea⸗ 
bont) after the floud he died, befoze the incarnation 1976 
peers. This god man was lamented and bewayled though 


all the wozld generally, but chiefly cf the Italians, then called 


Lanigenes,and of the Armenians, ouer who he firſt raigned. 
Theſe people pꝛeſently after they knew ol Nocs death. they 
honoured him as a holy man. Foz in thoſe daies all holp 
men were counted Gods, as it is often mentioned in the 
holy Stripture. Ego dixi Dij eſtis, & filij excelſi omnis. Chat 
is, | haue (aid yce are Gods, and yee all are children of the 
molt high. And which is moze they made him temples and 
alfars,as now a daies Jdolaters do vnto the Saints of heas 
nen, J(quoth Folly) made the fimple people aſſure themſelnes 
that the ſonſe was remoned into ſome of the heauenlp bos 
dies,fo2 the which cauſe they called him the Sun and the ſerd 
ofthe woꝛld, the father of Gods, the greater and leſſer, the 


God of peace, iuſtice and holineſſe, the dꝛiuer away of euill 


things, and the pꝛeſeruer of god things. Againe, they called 
his Sutceſſours Ianus, Geminus, Quadrifrons, Enotrius, 
Ogiges, Vertumnus, Iupiter, Optimus, Maximus. Then Y 
perſwaded the people to offer ſacrifice bnto him as vnta 
God by which deede thep became all Fdolaters : foz if 
they had eſfemed them no better than holy men, they had 
not tuned in that, foz morede de was a holy man, —

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what Saint Auſtin ſaith in the tenth Bake of the Citty of 
God: it is not lawtull (ſaith he) to offer any ſacrifice to any 
Saint be it man or Angell, but onelie to God, After the deſtruc⸗ 
tion of Troy, Aeneas came inta lialie, bzinging with him his 
dwne Idols and the Gods of Troy iherevpon {4delatrp toke 
faꝛce, and increaſed moze and moꝛe. J thinke (qd Folie) that 
this which. J haue told thæ already may ſufice to declare how 
Idolatry entred the wozld firſt Thou baſt heard alſo how 4 
gouerned Angels and Nations. Now thou ſhalt vnderſtand 
dom J baue ruled and oꝛdcred perticular perſons. | 

After the loud. J firſt ruled Cham, Noahs\ſonne, who 
being wholp giuen to the Pagicall Art, obtained and had 
the name of Zoraſtcs.Ye hated his father, becauſe he loued 
bis awne bzother better then him, in reuenge whercot vpon 
a dap h found his father Noah dꝛonke, lping faſt a lle pe 
boon the ground, vnhoneſtlp he diſcovered his fathers p2i* 
ulties: and (by my connlcll) hee pꝛeſumed to touch thoſe his 
fecret parts, and inchanted them by his Pagicall Art, ſo that 
euer after foz want of abilitie,h&-could not iopſte iſſue with: 
anp woman to beget childzen. His father being Mgry thers- 
at, abandoned him fo2 a ſeaſon. After that he became the firſt 
king and Saturne of Egipt, inſomuch as the holy Scriptures 
called Cham the firſt king of Ægipt. 

Againe by mp counſell h& trapned bp his people, acco2s 
ding to his owne nature, in all villany and filthineſſe, open⸗/ 
tp,affirming that men might lawfully bie and baue to doe 
with theit owne Mothers, Daughters and Sifters,as was: 
the cuſtome befoze the floud, and alſo to commit many other: 
bnlawfull d&eves, which J am aſhamed fo declare; by ths 
which doctrine, naturall virginitie was oftentimes violent- 
Ip aſlaulted and rauiſhed. Zhen my friend Cham went into 
Italie, and bſurped the realme fo himſelfe. And whereas other 
P2inces of his linage in Germanie, Spaine and France, gaue 
god examples to their ſubieds, inſtrucing them in god and 
godly lawes, he contrariwiſe ſpoiled all ihe pouthes in Ita · 
lie, coꝛrupting them with all kindes of bices, as bſurp, theft, 


murther, poyſoning, and inchantment, whereof he — 


f 
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ſelfe was the fri inuentour, as ail Hiſteziographers Honld 
opinion. But when his god Father Noch vnderſtod of it, 
be came into Italie, and haunted him from thence. : 
If A ſhould wilte all the caill dees of Cham, it would 
bee a waightie pece of wozke, and the matter would leeme 
monſtrous. But at the laſt he connaped himſelfe oner as 
mong the Bactrians, a people inhabiting towards the Indians, 
where by his inchantment, the people became his ſubiects, 
and he raigned ouer them with great foꝛce and power. Pet 
at the laſt her was vanquiſhed and ſlaine in battell by Ni- 
nus king of Babilon, which deſcended of his rate, by his ſon 
Chus. Thus (quoth Folly)J loſt my friend Cham ſurnames 
Zoral tes, Saturne of AE 2jpt,the common enimie of God and 
man, and one of the moſt peruerſe and vnfowardefk tyꝛants 
that euer was in the wozlo. | 
A gonerned Bel the ſecond King ol Babilon, and his ſon 
Ninus: into whoſe heads J put a diſoꝛdinate ragivg,ſo that 
they deſired to line alone in the woztd. And to bzing this to 


pale, J counſailed them fo chaunge and cut off the Golden 


age, which would haue all things common, peaceable, and 
in quiet. Hereunto they armed themſelues by all poſſible - 
meanes,bndertaking fo ſpoile Sabatius Saba, ſurnamed Sa- 
turne, King and Patriarke of Armenia, fo made and ozdaps 
ned by his grandfather Noah. The ſame Sabatius was ſon 
to Chus e bzother to Nemrod, whom M oifes called Sabatha 
in Þebzew,which in Latin is Saturnus, 

Then tbe (aid Sabatius king of Armenia, haning hardly 
eſcaped the hands of Bel  Ninus, h went fo; refuge to his 


grandfather Noah into Italie, Noe made him king & patri- 


arke of the Aborignes,and founded him a Citie on the other 
ſide of Tiber, which is named Saturnia: as Virgil! declareth 
in a Paſſage, where he ſaith thus: 

Primus ab æthereo venit Saturnus Olimpo, 

Arma louis fugiens, & regnis exſul wth, 
That is fo ſap : | 

Saturne the firſt from heauen did flie, 

for feare of Ioues artillerie. 
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Hee loſt his rule and regiment, 
And led his life in baniſhment. 


Foz Bel the Sonne of Nemroth, was ſurnamed Jupiter. 
And it is not likely to bee true that ſome ſaies, that the ſame 
Saturne that was chaſed awap by Iupiter, was Nemrod the 
King of Crete, but the Bible ſaith that hee was King of Ba- 
bilon, which was far diſtant from the Alle of Crete. In thoſe 
dapes (hep termed the chiele man of enerp houſe Saturne: 
their ſonnes Iupiter oz loves : their daughters lunoes, and 


their Nephewes, Hercules: ſo that wee finde in auncient 


Kecozdes, many people named loues, Saturne und Hercu-

picture and ſtanding Image to bee made, commanding ene- 


ry manner of perſon to doe Homage bnto the Idols of his 


father and mother, and to adoze them with divine wozſhipz

latry. J gonerned Tiphon the ſonne ot Cham, in whom all 
his tathers vices abounded He waliciouflp enuied the pꝛol⸗ 
peritie of his bꝛother O ſiris, ſurnamed lupiter the iuſt, who 
was a great perſecuto2 of Tpꝛants. It angred me (qd Fol- 
ly) that ſo honeſt a man liued. Then J cauſed Tiphon with 
other Gpants to murther O ſiris, inſomuch that Tiphon tut 
him in rrvi.peccs, and beſtowed them bpon other Giants 


that helped him to wozk his feate. But the god Hercules of 


Lybia, the ſonne of Oſiris, with the helpe of his other bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen in foughten field kild Tiphon the Giant, and the other 
tyꝛants which conſen'ed bnto his ſathers death. 

I gouerned (quoth Folly)one Iupiter, king of Crete, which 
tountrp is now called Candic. But fozaſmuch as the greke 
pars, t other waiters both Latine c French, to inlarge their 
lies e dꝛeames, attribute that vnto this Iupiter offentimes, 
which appertaine not vnfo him, would haue you mark wel 
that in thoſe dapes, the kings childzen and Fathers of fas 


ars 


milies, were called Jupiter and Ioues, notwithſtanding theres 


But fo mp purpoſe(quoth Folly )the above named Ninus 


—— 
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are fh2& of that name renowned, as wer finde in Hiſfozies, 
Abe firſt was Oſiris the nephew of Noah, the ſon of Cham: 
who was no leſſe god then his father was euill. That Ju- 
ter beegat great Hercules of Lybia, who was King of 
paine, France, and Italie. This great Hercules, was like 
bnto his Father, a great perſccufer of Tyꝛants throughout 
all the woꝛld. Hee begat of Araxa,the poung Tuſcus, king of 
Tuſcane in Italic, | | 
This Tuſcus begat Altirus Blaſcon, of whom was ber⸗ 
gotten Camboblaſcon, which was (as ſome ſap) ſurnamed 
the ſecond Iupitcr, and wozſhipped in the wozld. Now this 
Camboblaſcon ſurnamed Jupiter, b&gat vpon Electra the 
daughter of Atlas, ſurnamed Italus, (of whom pet, Italy 
beareth the name) laſius and Dardanus. This the lying 
Grecians, and many other triflers attribute vnto Iupiter of 


Crete: which matter is in controuerſie and may ber denied. 


Foz Dardanus after he had killed his bzother Iaſius by ens 
up and treaſon, he fled into the Ille of Samos, and from 
thence into 2hrigia, where he founded a Citie, called Darda- 
nio, where hee beegat a ſonne called Erictonius, and of him 
lineally deſcended Troas, who gaue the citie of Dardania the 
name of Troy. | n 

This ſame Troyas had th:& thildzen, Illius Iſſaracus and 
Ganim̃edes, which Ganimedes was taken by Tantalus the 
King of high Phrigia, and ſould fo Iupiter of Crete, fo b 
abuſed like a Sodomit: which argueth that her bergat not 
Dardanus the great Grandfather of Ganimedes. The firſt 
Jupiter then pou map perceine was O ſiris, Nephew to 
Noah: whom Moiſes named Mefraim. The ſetond Cambo - 
blaſcon king of Italy, which ſome ſay alſo had beene king of 
Athens, and of Arcady: but J thinke that lupiter of Arcady 
who begat Lacedemon, is ſome other beſide Camboblaſcon. 
Howſoener the caſe ſtandeth, certaine it is that Iupiter, lo- 
uis, Oſiris and Camboblaſcon were tontraries. N 

The third Iupiter renowned in the Mond, was 
King of the Jule ok Crete: who bare in his Scut⸗ 
chin and Coate armour an * ON all 9 
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ber was alfogether given to Folly. Foz her dellowzed Uir⸗ 
gins, he rauiſhed wives, abuſed poung childzen, and com⸗ 
mitted all kinde of billanp that was poCible, epther to be 
ſpoken o2 done. He committed adultery with Alcmena, the 
wife of Amphurio, of whom he begat little Hercules of 
Greece: he did the like with Lzda the wife of Tindarus of 
whom alſo he begat fapꝛe Helen. J loath fo tell what de- 
flow2ings and rapes he offered, and th2uſt vpon- diucrs 
particular maidens and faire young childzen. But notwith⸗ 
ffanding his vile life (quod Folly) by my meanes the rude 
people made him a God, and many falſe lpars haue attribu- 
ted vnto him the noble deꝛdes of the god Patriarke Noah 
and his nephew O ſiris, ſurnamed Jupiter the int. 

MWozeouer they did not onelp make ſacrifice vnto him, but 
alſo gaue him the title and name of Moſt excellent good, 
whereas indeede hee was moſt enill,fo2 he was an inceſtious 
and ſodomiticall perſon, and a common enimie to chaſtitie 
and honeſtie, inſomuch that people openly in their Stage- 
plaies, counferfaited, ſung and deſtanted vpon the filthy le⸗ 
cheries, and other villanies which her vſed, affirming that 
ſach Anticques and Pageants were moſt fit and agreeable 
bnto him. By meanes whercof all his ſubiects gaue them- 
ſelues to the ſame, (aping, that it was as fit fo2 them fo to 
line, as fo2 their great God lupiter. J governed little Her- 
cules of Greece, otherwiſe called Alceus, the baſtard ſonne 
vnto the ſame lupiter, whom he had by Alcmena, the wife 
of Amphitrio. Unto the ſame Hercules the lying Greckes 
fall of vaine eloquence gine the name and title of great Herr 
cules of Libia, which is moſt falſe. Foz that Hei cules of 
Greece was the firſt Pirate that euer roued on the Seas, 
and abounded with all vice, following the ſteps of his Fas 
ther Iupiter the adulterer, in all reſpects : and as be lined, 
even ſo h dped. Fo? being mad (ſaith Ssneca) he flew his 
wife and childzen,and afterwarns burned bimlelfe.But a lit- 
tie 'befoze his death her made Pluloctetes ſ weare, that her 
would neuer diſcloſe his death, noz the manner how he had 
beſtowed þimlelle, which thing her did of a baing.oorogants 
pꝛoud 
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pꝛoud, and ambitions minds, tuen to this end, hat the peo⸗ 


ple might repoꝛt and bot&@ngithat the Gods had dzawen him 


bp to heauen inuiſtble: but it chaunced not as be deſirep: 
Pet notwitſtanding (quoth Folly) J peri waded the lying 
Grtekes that it was ſo, and made them woꝛſhip him as God. 

J gouerned fapꝛe Paris King Priamus ſonne, whoſe lur⸗ 
name was Alexander. At the firſt he made no account of me 
but leading a contemplatiue lite. he followed the loꝛe of Pal- 
las the goddeſſe of Miſedome, mine aduerſarp: but when Ju- 
no, Pallas, c Venus, were at ſtrife fo2 the golden Ball, which 
was th2owne amongſt them (with condition that the faireſt 
of them ſhould haue it) they committed the matter to the 
iudgement of Paris ſurnamed Alexander: who was bpon 
poynt to giue ſentente in the behalfe of Pallas mine enimie, 
but by my perſwaſion afterwards he gaue it bnto Venus 
my god friend, & of old acquaintance : then fo2 recompente 
of his fwliſh indgement, J counſailed him fo goe to Greece 


where he rauiſhed fafre Helen. Hereupon the Greekes in a 


great e mad rage p2epared all their fozcc againſt the Troy- 
ans, and after ten pteres ſ&geagainfl their Citie they foke lit- 
on, and put King Priam to death, inſomnch that the whole 
Realme was defaced. 

Jn that warres mete killed many Princes and noble 
knights, as Hector, Achilles 4 Paris alſo mas ſlaine by Phi- 
loctetes the companion of the leſſe Hercules in a Combat 
fought hand to hand. The weapons which they vſcd, 
were Bowes and fozked arromes, wherewith D hiloctetes 
wounded Paris in th:& places. Firſt in his left. hand, ſecond⸗ 
lp, in his right epe, thirdly, in both his legs, which was faſt⸗ 
ned with the Uroke together. Boing thus wounded, the 


Troyans carryed bim into their Cittie, where ſhont ly after 


he dped. 
J gonerned (quot Folly) faire Helen the baſtard daugh⸗ 


ter of the third lupiter ol Greece, birgotten of Læda, the 
wife of Tindarus, which Helen by my counſeil, went from 
her huſband Menalaus, and ſuffered her ſelfe to bee rauiſhed 


af a young lecherous Troyan named Paris ſurnamed Alcx- 
D.Uij. ander 
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ander, fhe ſon of king Priam. She bought blod and death ta 
Troy in dead of dow2p. Foi ty tet occaſon Troy was de⸗ 
ſtroyed, and Priam with the moſt part of his childꝛen killed. 

And to the end tha: her adulterous mate Paris 02 Alexander, 
- ſhould not leane her g goe to his owne lawfult wife Pagalſes 
Oc none, ſhe b witched him with certaine dꝛincks whcrin 
e was her crafts miſtrefle: which thing when one doth vſe, 
be is in ſuch caſe that he foꝛgets all things paſt, and all oz 
rowes pꝛeſent. When ſhee was thus ariued at Troy, the 
god man her huſband Menalaus, with VIy ſles and other 


' Gzeeke Ambaſſadours, came to fetch her away : and king 


'Priamus commanded that ſhe ſhould be b2ought info his 
pꝛeſente, offring vnto her franckly with loude voyce,that ſhe 
ſhould (if Thee thought god) frely and with full liberty de- 
part againe info Greece, with all. her retinve, people and 
'pclfe.UWherunto ſhe anſwered in the hearing of her huſband 
and king Priam, with the reſt of his Counſell a Commons, 


that ſher was not diſpoſed fo retire to her country, wiſhing

alſo that her he band Menalaus that god man might goe to 
God, ſoꝛ ſhe was none of his wife, neither would ſhe haue 
to doe with him: and that ſhe& tame not fo Troy againſt her 
will, neither did ſhee eſterme of his marriage. . 
' To conclude,at length Troy bp treaſon was taken, and 
ranſackt rviij.peres,after the& had bene from her haſband, 
and all that ſpace had lined in Lecherp, with two. adultes 
rers,ſhe grew to agreement, and made peace with her hul⸗ 
band Menalaus. But when ſh& wared old ſhe lo ked in a 
Glaſſe, and ſteing her face far from faire, ſh& fell in a loude 
laughter, e flouted at the foles that fought ten peares toge⸗ 
ther,fo2 the lone of a thing that faded ſo ſone away: but when 
her hul bund Menalaus was dead, two chiefe men of the ci⸗ 
tie of Sparta, named Nicoſtratus and Magapentus men of 
great authoꝛitie hunted Helen ont of the citie t relme of La- 
cedemonia, without appointing vnto her any plate oz pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion to kerp her. Upon which baniſhment ſhe came to Rhodes 
fo her ancient companion and friend Nugne Polipo, which 
was allo then widdow,by reaſon of the death of der huſband, 
| Tlepolenius 
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Tlepolemus, who was flain befoze Troy. And when ſhe was 
at Rhodes, queen Polipo bſed her very wel, but the pong gen» 
tlewomen her walking maids hated her deadly: fo2 that ſhe 
was the cauſe that theic king Tlepolemus was kild: inſo⸗ 
much that vpon a dap they conſpired together againſt her & 
gat her into a garden, where they faſtning a rope about her 
neck, hung her bpon a tree and ſtrangled her to death This 

was the miſerable end of Helen, who being dead (qd Folly) 

J put into the heads of the blind people that ſhe was a gods! 

delle, by reaſon of her incomperable beautie. Fo2 which cons 

ſideration, then being not onely idolatrouſly,and heretically, 
but alſo dampnably deceiued, built her a meruailous coſtlie 

and ſtateip temple. and named her with great denotion. The 
Goddeſſe of Beautie, and deuiſed many falſe miracles elies, 

the which loz bꝛeuity J let paſſe. 

J gonerned (qv Folly) Pharao Amenophis, and Pharao 
Bacchoris, both kings of Mgipt: who by my tounſell cauſed 
all the male childzen of the Jewes to be dzowned, which peo⸗ 
ple the firſt Pharao held in meruailous ſubiedion As fo2 the 
ſecond, J inſtructed him ſo well, that he would not ſuffer the 
thiloꝛen of Iſraell to depart out of his land, but in the end 
being ſcourged by God, he was conſtrained fo let them goe, 
and when they were gone, J gaue him counſaile in reuenge, 
fo purſue them with all his chiualrie and power of Apr, 
which thing her did: but the tyrant and all his companie 
were dꝛolnned in the red Sea. 7 

J gonerned Chore, Dathan and A biron connfayling them a 
not to obep the commandement of Moyſes, whom God had 
ozdained chief gouernoꝛ ouer the childꝛen of Iſrael, but C hore 
in offering inſence contrarp to his office, was attainted, and 
500. moze of his faction with doped, fo2 the rebellion of 


D.than and Abiron, the earth-opened,inſomnch that thep, 
their wiues, childꝛen gods, were all \wallowed bp aline. 

J gouerned Saul the firſt King of Ilraell: at the begins 
ning of his raigne he was god and godfie, but at laſt J en» 
chaunted him, fo that hee cauſed many of Gods P2ophets, 
to be killed, inſomuch that in one dap hee put to death 8 a ä 
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J counfailed him to perſecute god Dauid,and fo aſke con 
leil of witches and ſozcerers.contrarp fo gods law Then at 
the {aft veing fozſaken_of God, he was vanquiſhed bitch the 
LÞhillimes, and with his owne hands lew himleife'vgon. 
the mount of Gilboa. 

- was alſo ſo bolde as fo enter into Liing Dauigchouſe, 
and bp my counlelt J made him commit adulterie with 
Berfcba the wife of V rias. And notwithſtanding that Vrias 
was his faithful ſeruant and god counſfailoar, pet J gave 
him counſell to kill Vrias, by meanes wheres! his ſinnę 
might be conered in marriage of his Mile. Foz the which 
offence the Pꝛophet Nathan diſcloſed mee, ſo that my . 
meaning bꝛeake off, e ener after à was baniſhed his houſe. 

J alſo goucraed his ſonne Abſolon,who after he had kil⸗ 
ted his bzother Amon, made war with his father, and dzane: 
him from Hieruſalem, being nothing aſhamed to enter the 
bouſes of all his fathers concubines, and to lie with them: 
but an Dake did execute iuſtice vpon that wicked childe : foz 
when her thönght to eſcape vpon his Mule, the tro caught. 
him faft by the haire of the head, till Ioab came with a lance 
and killed him. 

J alſo gouerned Roboam Ring Salamons ſonne, who bns 
reaſonablp grieued and oppꝛeſſed his people with taxes and 
impoſts:inſomuch tha? when they requeſted to haue it lome⸗ 
what eaſed, bee did not onelp deny their petitions. but alſo 
aue them vncourteous language, following the counſell of 
bis young wanton Gentlemen, rather then the wiſc admo⸗ 
nitiens of graue counſellours,by the which meanes her loſt 
the tenth part of his Realme. | 

J gonerned the great Nucene Iezabell, by whoſe aduiſe 
King Achab her huſband wozſhipped the Jdol Baal, and 
cauſed god Naboth fo be killed. She perſecuted the Pꝛophets 
of God, and made many of them to be put to death. She 
ſought by all meanes to diſpatch god Elias, but as her lite 
was euill, ſo was her death ſhamefull: Foz ſhe falling from 
a high window was vndertraden with hozſes f&f, and eaten 
bp of dogges. | 


ofthe Wandring Knight; 
I gonerned Sardan palis, the laſt King of the A ſsirians, 
who regarded not the government of his Realme, but lined 
altogether in delight. He vſed to paint his face, and fo appa⸗ 
rell himſelfe in womans apparell, be& exertiſed himſelfe in 
all kindes of viltanie and filtyineſſe, inſomuch that when he 
faw that her was loꝛſaken of the greateſt part of his pea- 
ple, that he had very euill luck in bat tell againſt his enimies, 
and ſtode vpon no ground free from danger of death. It 
chanced one dap, that being in the tower of Babilon, he ſet 
it on ſire, and there burned himſelſe, and all that euer he had. 
A gouerned Cambices king of Perſia, the ſonne of gad King 
Tirus, who by my counſell was given to gluttony and bꝛon⸗ 
kenneſle, with other vices not bel ming a Prince. Upon a 
time,Praxzfpes one of his moſt excellent councellozs,ſ&ing 
Him immoderafely bibbing,reuercntly told him, that it wag 
not Pꝛincelike: whereat the King was w2oth,e commaun⸗ 
ded him to ſend (02 his poungeſt ſonne,who being bzonght, 
Cambices cauſed Praxaſpes to tie him to a tra, ſaping : It 
1 can hit the heart of thy ſonne with my arrrow out of 
long bow, is it the feate of a man thut is dronke ? o Cam- 
bices ſhot, and clone the childes heart a ſander, chewed it 
vnto his father, with a warning to take herd how he judged 
bis leige Lo2d d2onke. Then J made him marry his owns 
natural ſitter, and to kili his owne b2other, It foztaned vp⸗ 
on a dap;that as the King and the Nnene his lifter, were 
at the table, foʒ bis paſtime e recreation ſake, he had a ponng 
Lion let loſe, and a mightie maſtiefe 62 band dogge that 
the king kepf:theſe two ſought ſo long, till at laſt the dog was 
like to haue the wozft. Mithin the ſight of this game, anos 
ther maſtiefe was tied in a chaine. both bzed of one Bitch, 
this band dogge bzake bis chaine in haſt, and came to help. 
bis fetlow,infomuch that theſe two dogs overcame and kits 
ted the Lyon. The King liked well of the tone and loyaltie: 
- of theſe twa dogs, but the Nugne being moued thereat,be- 
gan to wipe tenderite. Which when Cambices faw,ha afs 
ked the cauſe of her ſozrow; to whoſe demaund the Nuane 


rr 
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Itis otherwiſe hapned to my brother, then to this dog that 
was too weake for the Lion. For thou being his owne bro- 
ther, haſt not ſhe ed the like loue and faiihfulneſſe vnto him, 
25 this band dog hath done to his mate, for thou halt cauſed 
thy btother to be ſlaine. The King being ſoze dilpleaſed and 
full of indignation at her ant were, commaunded that the 
Nucne ſhould be had awap by and by out of his ſight, and 
put to death, the which was done: but as the King came one 


dap ont of Ægipt riding on hozſebacke, his \ſwozd by hap 


fell ont of the fcabberd, and he fell likewiſe vpon the point 
of it, and was thꝛuſt thꝛough the bodp, and dyed; F gouer⸗ 
ned (quoth Folly) one Cataline a Romaine, a very ſeditiovs 
fellow, who conſpired to kill all the Senatozs of Rome: but 
her was put beſides his purpoſe, by reaſon that one Cicero 
opened it, and he with all his conſpirato2zs were killed in 
battell. J gonerned (quoth Folly) Herod and Herodias, fo 


accompliſh their Lecherie,J coupled them in marriage, albe⸗ 


it ſher was his bꝛother Phillips wife, which bnlawfall mars 
riage Saint John repꝛehending and finding fault withall, 


'foz ſo doing had his head cut off, J gouerned Pilate. Annes, 


and Caiphas | in Jernſalem, with many Doctozs, Pꝛieſta, 
Stribes and Pharaſtes: Jcounſailed them to crucifie Chzift 
betwene two thenes,as if he had been a ſower of ſedition 2 
which being done, J thought then that J had wonne all the 
woꝛld, but when J ſaw that vpon the third day after he roſe 


againe, contrary to my reckoning, J loſt a great number 
ok cliants and ſabiects, who hearing the Apollles peach, 
quite abandoned and gaue me oner. 


J gouerned Nero the ſirt Emperour of Kome,who af the 


beginning of his raigne was god and vertuous, but after he 


had poſſefſ:d the Empire fine p&res, hi became moſt euul 
and wicked, and was ginen fo Lecherie and fi/thinele.This 
man was a murtherer.he flew his LUife, his Mother. and 
diners other honeſt perſons, of which number Seneca was 
one: be mas the firſt perſecnter of the Chꝛiſtians, and put 


_ -many god men to death,as fozerample M. Pater, and . Paul 
with other. But this Tyzant being vpon a time n 


of the Wandring Knight. 
and wanting about him his Liefetenanfs and Captaines 
of warre,the Senatozs and ſtates of Nome ſought meanes 
tu puniſh him, foꝛ anger whereof he killed himſclfe,and the 
ſouldiers that were ſent to ſ&ke him found him dead in the 
field. | 4 

J governed Antonine Baſsian Caracalla, the ninct&nth. 
Emperour of Rome, who by my counſell killed his bzother 
Geta: beſides that, har married his ſtepmother, and deſired. 
Pompinion the great Lawier to excuſe his murther. Who 
anſwered him. That he was not ſo willing to excuſe a mur- 
therer,as hee was to diſcloſe him: the Emperour,bnwozthts - 
of ſo god an anſ were, killed the Lawier. f 

2 governed Varius H eliogabalus, the 2 1. Emperour of 
Rome, who by mp counſell lined ſo ſoberlp, that h& left 
behinde him no memozp of honeſt life, but infamie. This 
mans owne ſouldiers lew him, and thꝛew him into a difch, 
and becauſe his body would not ſinke to the bottome, they 
dꝛagged him out againe with a hoke, and hurled him into 
the riuer Tiber. | | Sts | 

J gonerned (qd Folly ) Iulian Apoſtata, the 39. Empe⸗ 
rour of Nome, who in his thought was ſo wiſe and well gi⸗ 
nen, (hat he was made reader in the Church of Nichomedia. 
This man trauailed to Athens, where he ſtudied Philoſo⸗ 
phie, but he ſtaied not long in god purpoſe,fo2 by the coun⸗ 
ſell of mer, her renounced the Chziltian faith, t became a te- 
nonlt and an IAdolater: J perſwaded him to perſecute the 
Cbꝛiſtians, leaſt thep would encreaſe ſeauen foz one: J mos 
ved him alſo by mp ſubtill deuice, to rote and werde them 
out quite, which thing he ment fo doe, but he was kild with- 
in two peres after, who being flaine in Perſia, and ptelding 
bp his enill ſpirit, he lifted vp his bloudp hand fo Meauen 
in contempt and diſpite of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, making this outcry: 
Now O'Galilean thou haſt the victorie. LY * 

J gouerned the falle Pꝛophet Mahomet, t connfailed him. 
to make a boke, to intitle it Alcaron, and to erpound things 
in the holy Scriptures tarnally: which he did, and that Law. 
is pet continued, in the greateſt E of the world. I 
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che woꝛld, J gonerned Meſſaline an EmpioNe,the nobleſt 
whozrinthe woꝛlo, who being but newly married fo Clau- 
dius firſt Emperour of Rome (an old gentleman) when ſh@ 
found by p:wfe, that her huſband was inſufficient e vnable 
to ſatiſſie her lecherous deſires, by mp. counſel oftentimes hs 
diſguiſed her ſelfe into mans apparel 4 went to the common | 
ſtewes, whereas ſher abuſed her body with a great number, 
returning backe no better than a bitch,and bannted that ſhe 
dad vanquiſhed and gon bervond all the who2s in the houſe 
of bawdery. When the wandering Knight had heardthele 


wonderkull diſcourſes bftered by Folly, and haning in bim 


ſome ſpark of reaſon & inclination of nature, he though dim 
ſelfe folifh if it were not in him to indge of d&ds ſo milchie- 
uous e ill. And being no longer able to kepe ſilence, hee bzake 
bis mind to Folly, finding great falt with this bnſatiable em⸗ 
pzefſe,inſomnch that he cried out twith a loud voice,e ſaid. Fie 
fic, fie, filthy bitch & vilde whore, worthy to be tied to a tree 
ſtark naked, & delivered to greedy dogs & rauening birds to 
be deuoured. T hen J aſked Folly what was the end of this 
wicked woman, who fold mee that the Emperour put her to 
death,becauſe ſhte was not content with ber lawfull huſ⸗

Wrath maketh men fight, 
Wrath cauſeth blaſphemp, by Wrath the Diuell conquereth 
countries, Wrath is like a mufied Dog. Foz when her cannot 
bite, pet with (narting ha makes other goe together by the 
eares.And as the fiſhermen troubleth the water,b&cauſe the 
fiſh ſhould not ſe his nets, euen ſo the Diuell by Wrath trou⸗ 
bleth man, fo the end, her ſhould not bnderſtand noz pers 
celae his 8wne deſtruction.

In the fourth Tower dwelt Couctouſneſle,whoſe Poſep 
is this IDOLATRIE AND A BOTTOMLESSE 
GVLFE ARE IN SAT IBL E. The touetous man is 
fozfaken of God, loꝛ hee loues his gaine better then God: he 
had rather loſe God, then gods. Fo2 little frifles that touch 
his pꝛofit, hte I weares and lpes, which is a thing moſt dams 
nable. The Faith, Hope @ Charicic which her ſhould haue ta⸗ 
wards God, Couetouſneſſe turnes it to riches. Che couetous 
mans heart is alt vpon his gods, and not vpon God: foz 
where the heart is, there is alſs a mans Loue. The Cone- 
tous man offendeth in enill getting, in euill bling, and in 
euill louing dis gods. The Conetous man is gouerned 
the Dinell, hazarding bis ſoule to eternall fozment fo: 
tewde loue of tempozall toyes, And as the Poulſe is caught 
in the Troppe, whiles:G&. hopeth to gette the, Bapte: 
| G tf. — euen 
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enen ſo is the coueous man by the dincll, in hunting aller 
riches. The conetons man is like bnto a hog, whoſe lite doth 
little god to any man, but rather great harme, bp reaſon bf / 
the nopſomneſle 4 filthy ſtincke, which that naſty beaſt pꝛo⸗ 
tureth: but when the Butcher hath killed him, then he pelds 
p2ofit, becauſe it nouriſheth, xc. Euen ſo the couetous man 
whiles he lineth, doth gov to none, but rather damnifies 
his neighbours:marrp when Gods laughter man(Dcpth 3 
meane)comes,and deſtropeth him, then thoſe that liue fares 
the better. The couctous man is like vnto a band dog, that 
fedeth bpon carrion, and will admit no companion to take 
part with him, but eating all alone, and filling his guts till 
hee burſt, hee dpeth, and the fonles of the apze denotire him. 
The couetous man hoꝛdeth his gods, and ſuffereth the ne&s 
dy to ſtarue. The conetons man croweth ouer the poꝛe, the 
Dinell crowcth oner him. And vpon Couetoulnelle attend 
theſe monſters, Vſury, Simony, Fraude, Periury, & all Sacri- 
ledge, Deceipt, Extortion, Oppreſsion, and the Diuell. 


In the fift Tower dwelt Gluttony, oner whoſe pozfall 


this Poſep was wiitten, VENEMOVS WINE 
AND DEADLY DAINTIES. Truth it is, 
that the thꝛoat is the gate of the dody, pou know that when 
an enemie would win a caſtle, if ont he get in at the Gate, 
he makes no doubt of winning the hould:euen ſo the dinell, 
when her hath entred in at the thꝛoate, it is no queſtion but 


hee will winne both the head and body. Now his cuſtome 


is to enter with many fnnes, of whom Gluttony is the 
mother: Foz the dꝛounkard and immoderate feder, conſen⸗ 
feth to all vice. Therefoze-it is requiſite to ſet a god Poster 


to kepe the thꝛoat, leaſt the Diuell get in. Fo2 as a man map 
lead a Moꝛſe, when her hath him by the baidle:enen ſo may 
the diuell rule a man, hauing once gotten hold of his mouth 
by Gluttony, yea he then polleſſeth him wholy The ſeruant 
being co2ne fed, oftentimes'rebelleth againſt his maiſtor: 
euen ſo the body haning receiued exceſſe c moze then'enongh 


is apt fo rebell againſt the ſpirif,Gluttony kffs moze then the 
\wozd of the enemy,it makes many to dye — they 
; Mp ou 
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Gould by nature. Exceſſiue eating and dzincking coxupteth 
the body, and ingendereth diſeaſes. By Gluttony men-b& 
franked,as Capons are crammed. A giutton is woꝛſe then 
a Hog that ferdeth filthily,and pet the Bog is like his Sire, 
of whom he takes his manners, and doth but his kinde. 

They that make tauerns their temples are like a hog wal- 
lowing in the mire. Foz as the filthy hog tumbleth in mirg 
and durt, euen ſo doe Gluttons and dzunckards oftentimes 
wallow in damnable Drunkenneſſe and Gluttony. Upon 
this fonle ſinne, other ſinnes doe depend, as namelp, Gree- 
dineſſe of meat, Deuouring, Daintineſſe, Exceſſe, Dulneſſe of 
fecling, Fooliſh mirth , Vaihe babling Nbauld y, and Boldly 
bealtlineſſe. 

In the firt Tower liued Lechery, whoſe Poſep was: 

A COMMON ANDFILTHY WHORE 
DEFILETH BOTH BODY AND SOVLE. 
Foz the filthineſſe of a Harlot coꝛrupteth a man within and 
without. DC all ſinnes, this ſinne of Lechery is the pleaſant- 
eſt to the Diuell, becauſe it hurteth both body and ſoule, and 
becauſe hee was neuer toucht with it, being a ſpirit, and no 
body. Were not the Parchant a flat fole to make anp bar⸗ 
gaine, knowing afoze that he ſhall repent it after? Euen 
ſo the Lecherer takes much paines, hee ſpends his gods to 
accompliſh his deſire, but afterward her repenteth both his 
paines, his coſt, and his purchaſe : nenertheleſſe, with that 
repentance he is not fozgiuen of God, vnleſſe a full purpoſe 
and reſolute intent — iſſue and follow theres 
vpon. The Lecherer in his life is thz& wapes tozmented: 
firſt with the heat of a harlot, ſecondly, with the paine of 
bis hurt,and thirdly with the wozme of his owne conſcience. 
He burnes in concupiſcente, he ſtinckes with infamp, his 
conſcience accuſeth him foz his offence. Lechery is a ditch 
wherein the Dinecllhurles other ſins. To behold a woman 
wantonly is a great alluring to Lechery, ſo that god were 
it, not to loke vpon her at all, but much better not to touch 
oz meddle with her carnally.Sire other ſins wait vpon Le- 
chery;to wit ,Fornication, Adultery, Sacriledge, Inceſt, Bug- 
G.ijj, gay,

gery, Nape. In the vil. Tower dwelt Sloth, whoſe poſey was 
this A SLOATHEFVELE HVSWITE AND 
ALWAIES SLEEPING, Sloth is aheavineſſeof 
hart, and an hatred of ſpirituall godneſſe, whereby a man is 
made negligent in ſeruing of God, either by gad wo2ds p29- 
c&ding from the mouth, oꝛ god wozks iſſuing from the hart, 
both which God himſclfe willeth. It is moſt fit to acknows 
ledge a creato2 & an increaſer of y god e godncs which wee 
dailp receiue:as alſs to confeſſe our ſelues ſinncrs, and Cod 
the loꝛgiuer But as people are dull to do god derdes, ſo are 
they ſwift to commit ſin. Many enils grow by Sloth, wherof 
two ber perillous, c Sloth Her ſelfe confeſſet no le ſſe:namcly 
to neglect a conuerting vnto Chꝛiſt, t a carcleſneſſe of tonfel⸗ 
ſing fin. Wherbp it tommeth to pale, that oftentimes many 
depart this life, not confeffing thi mſelues to hane offended 
God, neither pet eofluerting 02 turning vnto him: in doing 
whereof thy hazard both body e ſoule. It is a hard thing lo: 
one to dye welt that alwaies lined ill. An this tower of Sloth 
are fſte&ne ſeuerall lodges oz cabins : inthe firſt lpeth Luke» 
warmneſſe, in the ſecond Laſciuiouſneſſe, in the third Drouſi 
neſſe, in the fourth Careleſneſſe of himſelf e his health, in the 
fift Delaying the time to doe god, in the ſixt Rechleſneſſe, in 
the ſeauenth Daſtardlineſle, in the eight Vndeuoutneſle, in 
the ninth Heauineſſe of Hart, o hatred to ſerue God, in tie 
tenth Wearineſſe of life, in the eleauenth Deſperation, in the 


twelſe Vnſtaidneſſe, in the thirtenth Vnconſtancy, in the 


fourt&nth Murmuring,tn the fiftenth Vnpatience. And thus 


much ol the vj. towers built pon the wall, e the dwellers 


in the ſame.

Mis Palace was fifuated oz built in a yleaſant vallep, 
vpon the fot ol a high mountain, inuironed with hils on 
euerp ſide, whereby it was not onelp defended from fozce af 
tempelis, which wap ſoeuer the windes blewgbut the _ 
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hils themſclnes were berp flghtlp  ſerutceable. F863 on ſhe 
one ſide was a godly vinepard, wheringrow grapes of ſuns 
dzy ſoꝛts, on Þ other ſide it peelded great quantity of graine: 
on another ſios were pꝛoper wods, which y&lded great ſfoze 
of god timber g tr&es,wherin bzed all mfiner of bꝛaue birds. 
On another ſide wer warrants 4 connibo2zows ful of Hares 
Connies, in another place alſo was a gallant park, where 
was no want of Dere,red and fallow. Beyond theſe Hils 
were godly foꝛreſts, full of gentlemanly game fo2 hunting. 
In the valy where the Pallace ſfod, was a meruailous fairs 
grene medow, thzgugh the midſ>f wherof ran a riner of fins 
freſh water,bpon the bꝛims wherof on both fides along grew 
Apple tres, Peaxe tres, Plum tres, Oliue tries, elder tres, 
Onke trees, Elme tries, ſuch like: faſt by the godlp bank alſo 
grew many poung hall tries, full of nuts at the time of the 
peer,+by that againe ſuch ſtoꝛe of walnut tries, as paſſe tobe 
ſpoken, beeſides many ponds full of fiſh,e extellent ozchards 
of all kinds of fruit, c godly gardens alſo of ſweet flowers. 
The riner was not without great ſtoꝛe of water foules,and 
as foz the ind, ther bꝛed in it Pawks,Yernus,pelicans, phes 
ſaunts, cranes, wo deocks, bitters, kites, crotwes, coꝛmerants, 
turtles, wwdquiſts, eagles:to bit ſhozt,all kind of hirds polli · 
ble as might bee perceiued bp feathers, which fell from them 
to the groũd in pꝛuning themſelues. What:ſhould J ſpeak of 
pigin houles,+ of ſecret banquetting places fine and delicate: 
why it were hut follp:befide al this, you muſt thinck that ther 
wer tennis courts, + other places foz paſtimes the wals ther-

3ed e dizzie to loke downe from the top. There was alſo a 
meruailous moat e feareful to behold, the bzidg wheraf was 
nat bꝛoad, t called Deſperatis,the paſſage oner bæing a long 
narrow planck, ſo p if one trode neuer ſo little aw2p;bee fell 
in with hazard neuer do ber reconered. The ſtables wer ful of 
godlp hoales, as hobies, iennets, barbed hoꝛſes, geldings, bat⸗ 
nies, mules, camils e colts. The kennels ſull af dogs, as grei⸗ 
hounds, sterhounds, harehounds, ſpanteis ſoz land & water, 
maſkines,foz Bull, Beare, ę Boʒe. Me ſupt in a * 
ou 
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houſe,x our ſapper excelled all the fare that euer 3 ſaw: Lay 
dp Venus kept mee company, J was dulled with the ſump 
tuous ſeruice that} had. All my delight was ko behold Las 
dy Venus, who fat ouer againſt me, inſomuch that at laſt 
Voluptuouſreſle onercame me. Supper being ended, in came 
ſfage players, daunters, maſcars, mummers 4 manp ſpozts, 
which we vie daplp in feaſting. Pow when JF wared wea · 
ry. J toke mp leaue of the company, with god night : and 
then was 3 bꝛought to the bzanelt chamber in all the Pat⸗ 
lace, Lady Venus and her wayting malds tending vpon me. 
But euer one departed after J was in bed, ſauing oncly

This monrning mother miſticallie repꝛe⸗ 
ſents the Church, lamenting foz her dead childzen, to wit, 
wicked wozldlings, and voluptuous Chailtians, which are 
woꝛſe then dead coꝛſes.

And therfoze 
if the Loꝛd ſap once Ariſe to the ſonle.ſhe riſeth, and then h& 
delinereth her fo her mother the Church, which was ſoꝛrow⸗ 
full fo2 her ſinnes In like manner God to raiſe me from my 
ſinnes, ſendeth me aduerſſtie, to the end J ſhould acknow⸗ 
ledge mine iniquitie, æ with humilitie turne vnto him, which 
I cannot doe without this heauenly grate, much leſſe atchiue 
true felicitie and blefſedneſſe,bnleſſe hee helpe. Then was X| 
warned bp the ſcourges of God, that lining wozldling like, 
and following V oluptuouſneſſe, I was not happie but vn- 
happp, bieing full of filthineſſe and infection,fumbling in the:

my ſelfe, fo2 that the eyes of reafon were cloſed. bp by Vo-

And when I ſaw the 
ſequcle, that᷑ there was no retiring of my (clfe without Gods 
grace, J lifted mine epes to heauen, and wzinging mp hands 
all aſhamed and confounded, J lamented with a lond vopce, 
and humbling mp ſelfe befoze the face of my God, whom J 
had grienouſlie offended, J made my moane, ſaping.

T is true that Repentance (as it ought} 
e annot bee done without (peciall grace from 
God, oz the heart of ſinfall men cannot 
$49 channge her diſozdinate life, noz furne from 
VEROW . their offences, noz pzepare themlelues to 
== God, without the ſingular operation of Gods 
race. 


The Doctozs diſpute daplie, whether true Repentance 
taketh her beginning at, loue oz at feare. This queſtion 
cannot be decided in few wozds : but to bee ſbozt, J ſap 
it map begin at both. Foz true Repentance being a wozks 
of God, he map begin it as hee lift. But when it comes 
from loue it is not oꝛdinarp o2 common, but maruailous, 
Loke bpon the conuerſion of S. Paul of D. Matthagyand 
the Theſe. "Fg 

But oꝛdinarily & O D begins Repenfannce in bs by 
feare, as in the third Woke of the Kings, when he com⸗ 
maunded Elias to come out of his cave to remaine in tha 
Mount beefoze the Lozd, and a mighty ſfrong winde paſ⸗ 
ſed by, and rent the high Hils and ragged Kockes bo fo: 
the Lozd, but the Loꝛd was not in the winde. Alter that 
came an Earthquake, but the Lozd was not inthe Carths 
quake. EOS |

Alter that came a fire, but the Lozd was not in the fire. Af- 


ter that came a ſoft winde, wherein the Loꝛd was. In ſuch 


ſozt God ſcenes to finners a winde of terrour, to bzeake 
the mightie mountaine of Pꝛide, and the heart moze hard 
then the Kocke, after that comes the troubling of the ſoule, 
after that comes the conſcience, grudging the heart of the 
ſinner,and accufing him of his euill liſe: but pet the Lo: d 
is not there with his quickning grace. Peuertheleſle theſe 
be fozerunners to pꝛepare the way of the Lozd. Foz when 
the peruerſe will of man is moztiffed by ſeruile feare, and 
led almoſt fo hell, after comes the wert ſound of Gods grace 
which reuiueth the (oule ſaying : Lazarus come forth. 22 his 
is the voice that gineth conſolation,at the hearing whereof 
we may bee bould fo depart in peace, with aſſurance of re- 
miſſion of our ſinnes But it ſ&mes that Repentance, began 
Airſt (in the knight) at loue, and that miraculouſite: fo; hee 
being in the filth of ſine, ſodainly by Gods pzovidency cans 
'fefeth his follie,and loathed his lewde life, he required help 
and ſuccour at Gods grace, who p2eſentlie aſſiſted him, and 
bought him out of the ſinke of ſinne. But this manner of 


converſion is not oꝛdinarilie vſed. 


There are inderde cerfaine fozcrunners to the inftificng

A And hereof meaneth the Knight to 
ſpeake, purpoſing alſo to ſhew how it digreſſeth from Gods 

ra& hen Repentance had thus apparailed me withhaire 


and ſackcloath, was ſet bpdn a tale, and then Gods grace, 


appeared vnto me with two women and one man, which 


wag a Pꝛeacher. Now one of the women held in her right 


hand a ſharp picking iron rod (called the gnawing of the 


conſcience) and in her left hand ſh had a red boke, wher⸗

ces, with tozmants vnto them belonging, foz my following 
of Folly, I was amazed and became ſpeachleſle. Then Cons 
ſcience with her pꝛon rod foucht mer. pꝛickt mer, pea, peartced 
mp heart, and crped alowde vnto mee ſaping : Behold thou 


wꝛetch, view this boke, 4 thou ſhalt ſ& how thon haſt liued 


euen againſt God, and contrary to right and reaſon. 

Thon haſt ben pꝛoud, arrogant, ambitious, ſpightfull at 
others pꝛoſperitie, a pꝛolonger of time, wzathfull, a backby⸗ 
ter, iniurious, traiterous, hatefull, coueforis of golde moze 
then of God, gluttonous, wanton, ſhameles, a ſtewes haun⸗ 
ter, giuen to all vices,e haſt tranſgreſſed all the commanndes 
ments of God, leading a lothſome lpfe, denping Goo, ſwea⸗ 
ring and blaſpheming his name, an hainons offender, a falſe 
witneſte bcarer, a liar, a deſirer of other mens gods, diſobe⸗ 
dient to parents, turſing them and wiſhing their death.

When Conſcience had thus accuſed mee, Sozrow fo2 ffrme 
fell bitterly a weping, g oftentimes ſtroke her bzeaſ®Then 
Conſcience ſhemed mer what tozments J had deſerned foz 
following Uoluptuous affection, and fo: louing them better 
then God. Thon oughteſt ſaid ſhe, to burne in hell fire that 
neuer quenehcth, fo be nipped with fozments both of body 
and ſoule fo2 euermoꝛe.

greeuances: Hearing my conſcience thus ſpeake,me though! 
A ſaw hell open to ſwallow mer vp, and with ſozrowſu!l 
ſadneſſe A fell fo the ground,befoze Gods grace, ſpeachleſſe: 
but ſhee had compaſſion on me, and bad mee riſe, the which 
J did, though halle in diſpatre,and to recomfo2t me, che opes 
ned the boke which Remembrance held in her hand. 


By commandement of Gods grace, Remembrance 
read to me the goodneſſe of God, with his pro+ 
f miſes to repentant ſinners. 


The fift Chapter. 


RX Ffer Remembrance had opened her boke: 
) Jperceined the letters were of Golde and a- 
jure, containing the great godneſſe and infi- 
Y nite mercie of God fo repentant ſinners, - 
with faire pꝛomiſes annexed therunto. Then 
at commaundement of Gods grace, Remem- 


braunce read out of that boke vnto m in this manner. ©. 
Paul wziting to the Romaines ſaith ; Where ſinne hath a- 


bounded grace hath more abounded. P& that miſtruſteth 
the mercy of God, miſtruſteth God fo bee merciſull, and in 
fo doing, he doth God great iniury. Foz he denteth God to 
be Loue, Truth and Power, wherein tonſiſteth all the hope 
of poꝛe ſinners. Foz ot his great lone, he ſent his oncly Son 
fo take mans nature vpon him in the wozld,that in the ſame 
be might ſuffer death bpon the Croſſe, fo the remiſlion of 
finnes.Conſequently he pꝛomiſed foꝛ the lone of his Sonne, 
remiſſion and pardon of all poze ſinners, ſo often as they 
required in faith, with a heanie and ſozrowfull heart. Pow 
God is as true of his pꝛomiſes, as he is of power able to 
perfozme them. And as he is of power, ſo will ha do whatfo- 
euer pleaſeth him. God will pardon ſinners their ſins. Who 
Hen can let him from doing it To whom God m_— ra 
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hath pꝛomiſed to pardon their finnes,b& foꝛgiueeh. 
Lhe truth hereof is wzitten inplaine woꝛds, t ſhewed by 
examples in manp places of the holy ſcripture,as well in the 
old teſtament as the new. Firſt Eſay ſaith : It is I my ſelfe, it 
is I my ſelte, that doth blot out thine iniquities, for mine owne 
loues ſake, and I will not haue thy ſinnes in remembrance, Foz 
thc loue of me (ſaith hee) and not foꝛ the lone of the, meaning 
mp godneſle and mercy, anv not foz the lone of thy merits, 
As if he ſaid to all ſinners in this ſozf. At thou thinkeſt that 
J pardon thy ſins foz thy merits'ſake,thon art deceined and 
walloweſt in deſpaire:no,no, but fo mp mercte and infinite 
godnes J remit and fozgiue. Thou haſt no cauſe fo diſpaire, 
foz the leaſt part of my mercie excedeth all thy ſinnes. In 
another place h ſaith by the ſame P2ophet. Turne 2 
ſelues vnto me all the earth and you ſhall bee ſaued, for I am 
God, and there is none other beſides me. Mhat is the meas 
ning of theſe woꝛds, J am God, any thing ciſe but that God 
is god and mercifull 2 It it be vnpoſſible but hte ſhould bg 
God, it is bnpoſſible but he ſhould be god and mercifull, 
The ſame Pꝛophet ſpeaketh vnto enerp one of bs, ſap⸗ 
ing: Let the Infidell leaue his way, and the vniuſt man his 
thoughts, let them turne to the Lord, and hee will haue pattie 
vpon him, for he is readie to forgiue. Bp the Pꝛophet Icremie 
be ſaith to the people of Iſraell, that he was w2oth foz their 
Jdolatry and many other ſins:neuertheleſſe her (aid. Turne 
Iſraell thou Rebell vnto me thy Lord, and I will not turne 
my face from thee, 02 as the Pebzew Text ſaith, I will not 
lay mine ire vpon thee, for I am (faith the Lo2d) holie and 
gentle, and keepe not mine anger for euer. By the Pꝛophet 
Ezechiell he ſaith : If the euill man repent him of his ſinnes, 
and keepe my Commaundements, doing righteouſſy, he ſhall 
liue and not die, neither will I haue his former offences any 
more in remembraunce. Doe you thincke (ſapeth the 
LDRD) that I delight. in the. death of a ſinner, nay 
rather that hee ſhould turne from his wickedneſſe and 
live. Repent you then and you (hall liue. The Pꝛopbet 
David ſapde. That from mozning till night Aſraell hopes 
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in the Lo2d. TUhat doth this ſigniſie, but that the faithful 
from their nat. xitie and birth, vntill their very death, haue 
hope in the Loꝛd. | 
There is mercie in the Loꝛd and great redemption atten⸗ 
deth vpon him. In loel it is wzitten. Turne pcur ſelues vn- 
to the Lo?d, withall pour heart, in faſting, pzaping, w&ping, 
ſoꝛxaw, fearing pour hearts and not pour garments, ſo thall 
vou bee farned vnto the Lozd our God,fo2 he is full of cles 
mencie, mercp and great grace, low to ire and readp to foꝛ⸗ 
giue: oz ( as the Hebꝛew text ſaith) ſuch a one as repents 
him of euill, that is to ſap, is loth to execute the puniſhment 
-bpon ſinners, which he hath denounced and thꝛeatened. 
Micah the Pꝛophet ſaith. Uhat God is there like vnto 
thee whith takeſt away iniquities and foꝛgiueſt ſinnrs, fo: 4 
the reſt of thine heritage ſake. He keepeth not his ire fo2 cuer, 
1 but of his compaſſion and mercy will haue pittie vpon vs. 
He will put out our iniquities, and thzow all our ſinnes into 
the bottome of the Sea. What ſinner is there, that hearing 
theſe woꝛds, hath ſo heauie a heart as to diſpaire,ſ&ing that 
God is moze readie to foꝛgiue, than the ſinner to aſke foz⸗ 
giueneſle s | 8 
Nov let vs come fo the new Teſtament to trie if there 
be not teſfimonties fo the ſame effect. The ſonne of God, 
Which is the infallible truth, ſpake thus to Nichodemus : 
God ſo loued the World, that hee gaue his oneiy begotten 
ſonne, to the end, that whoſocuer belecueth in him ſhould be 
ſaued and not periſh, but haue euerlaſting life. God ſent 
not his ſonne into the World, to condemne the World, but to 
the end the World ſhould be ſaued by him. To the Stribes 
; and Pharaſies which murmured becauſe he did eate g dzinck 
7 118 amongſt Publicanes and ſinners, Chꝛiſt ſaid: Thoſe that 
1 be whole neede not the Phiſition, but ſuch as be ſick. Againe, 
104 I came not (faith the Lozd) to call the iuſt, but ſinners to re- 
pentance. Not as a iudge, but as a Philition. Foz ſuch as 
languiſh in their innes came J into the woꝛld. not that 
they ſhould remaine ſinners, but to turne them from their 
anner, that being penitent, they might bee made — 
＋ me 
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Likewiſe her folde the Pharaſies, that the Angels in hea⸗ 
nen doe moꝛe reiopte in one penitent ſinner, that in nintie- 
nine iuſt perſons that ncedcs no repentance. God ( ſaith 
Saint Paul) ſpared not his onely Sonne for vs, but that hee 
ſhould rather die then wee bee vnpardoned, | 

If God ſpared not his onely ſon to die foz ſinners, what 
thing is moꝛe woꝛthie and p2ecious bnfo him that he ſhould 
refaſe them. And therefoze the ſame Apoſtle ſpeaking of Jes 
fas Chꝛiſt, ſaith thus, we haue not an high Prieſt which can- 


not haue compaſsion of our infirmities, but ſuch an one as in 
all points was tempted as well as we, ſinne excepted. Let vs 


goe then boldly to the ſeat of grate, that we may obtaine mers 
tie and finde grace in time conuenient. It 3 ſhould rchearſe 
all the places of the fcripture fo this effect, the time would 
faile mee. Thus we ſe then none hath cauſe fo diſtruſt the 
godneffe of God, oz to diſpaite of the greatneſſe of his ſing, 
ſteing that God hath made ſo many faire pꝛomiſce fo pardon 


the penitent ſinners,there be many examples in the old and 
new teſtament of the perfozmance of Gods pꝛomiſes, as 


namely to Dauid, who committed both adulterie and mur⸗ 
ther, her, enen hee, bp loꝛrowing foz his offences, and cry⸗ 
ing Pecaui, obtained mercy and pardon of all his wickednes. 


Manaſſes the ſonne of Ezechias,reſfozed the falſe woꝛſhip 
ot God, which his Father had defaced, and of an euill zeale 
to infidelitp, he himſelfe offered vp his owne childzen in firs 


fo2 ſacrifice. e perſecuted the Pꝛophets, and ſlew innumera⸗ 
ble innocents:amongſt all which, he cauſed the Pꝛophet Eſay 
to be ſawne in peeces. In the end he was taken by his ent» 


mies and led captiue to Babilon, But when he was in his er⸗ 


tremitie, he acknowledged his ofſences, ę aſked foꝛgiueneſſe 
of God, of whom he was receiged into fauour, ⁊ reſtoꝛcd lo 
his kingdome again. The people of Niniue whom god thzet⸗ 
ned by the pꝛophet Jonas, vlterly fo deſirop foz the multitnde 
of their ſins, they repented e pzaped,4 ſo God foꝛgaue them, 
The Samaritane alfo and the Cananit, nolwithſtant ing their 
bozrible ſins, when they aſked God mercy,he loꝛgaue them. 
Matthew, Zache, and diners other publicanes vpon their 
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repenfance were receiued info fauour. Peter that denied his 
maſter thꝛe times. gaue himſclf to the diucl if he kncw him, 
when he wept bitterlp foꝛ his ſins, he was received info mers 
ty. The the l alſo vpon the croſſe, being at point of deth, euen 
this fellow who liucd vpon nothing but robberp and man⸗ 
flaughter all his life time, achnowledged hie hainous ſinnes, 
aſking pardon, and Ges fo2ganc him:pea he obtained moze 
then he required, Foz Chꝛiſt ſa!d vnto him, This dap thou 
ſhalt be with me in Paradiſe. This is Gods pꝛopertyp, tuen 


lo gine ok his libcrality moe then men doe oz can aſke. S. 


Paul was a blaſphemer t a perſecuter of Gods Church, e pet 
he receiued mertp, god hath let downe ſuch perſons as exam 
ples foz ſinners, to the end thep ſhonld not doubt of his mer⸗ 
cp: i to teach them v he doth not pardon offences foꝛ p merits 
of the ſinners, which are ſtark nought, euen when thep are 
beſt, but fo2 his mercies ſake, which is aboue all wozkes, 
Foz ſo fo imagin of mens merits, is deſirucion: if arip thing 
be aſcribed bnfo merifs, then fo2 the merits of his Son Je- 
ſas Chꝛiſt e fo2 his bitter paſſion ſake, let this be theconclus 

ſion, that albeit the ſinner hath committed as manp ſins as 
there be dꝛops of wafer in the Tea, oꝛ ſands on the ſea ſhoze, 
yet he hath no canſe to diſpaire, fo? though they be ncaer fo 
monſtrous & manifold, pet the mercie of God doth infinife- 


 Iperceve them. Fo2 his mercte conſumes them ſoner, then 


the fierce fire doth burne bp the dꝛy toe. When J heard La- 
dy Remembrance read theſe woꝛds, J toke heart at grafle, 
and recited a plate wꝛitten in the Pſalmes of David,Acco2s 
ding fo the multitude of the griefes and ſozrowes of my 
heart, mp conſolations haue refreſhed my ſoule. And then 
falling on mp kners, holding bp mp hands. with ſozrowfnll 
countenante and confidence of heart, reſting wholy bpon 
the mercics and promiſes of God, and the merits of our 
Loꝛd and ſauiour Icſus Ch2iſt,J moſt humbly deſired par ⸗ 
don loꝛ mp ſinnes,at the hands of Gods grace, Upon which 
bnfained confeſſion of mine offences, and heart griefe,hand- 
maids of perfect Repentance, 4 fozerunners to the purpoſe. 
J recciucd bp the meanes of Gods _ the benefite of —

Amen The great godnelle and vnſpeakable mercy, which 
bath been vſcd in all ages ? times, of our 102d 4 ſauiour Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt towards all poze ſinners, are in manp places of the 
Goſpell made manifelk,x cleerlp noliflet:but chicfy in the 7. 
of Luke. UWtherein mention is made of a ſinful woman, leud 
of life,# ill of name, contemned,diſpiſed 4 abhozred of men, 
whom \ivet Jelus did not onelp recefue to fauo2,but alſo 
by inward # ſecret inſpiration dꝛew her to Repentance,how 
t in what loꝛt hearc 3 bnderffand. The goſpell ſaith that ther 
was a Parafte,furnithed with falſe faith, and milled with a 
baine opinion of holinefe : he was a great docter of law, e 
a renowned Julliciarie, howbeit weake in ſaith,x pet very 
high minded. Whei our ſanſour had one dap pꝛeached 4 ins 
Uructed the people by his diuine and holy doctrine,erhozting 
poꝛe ſinners fo turne to God bp Repentance,and btfering 
many parables x ſimilitudes,as the pꝛodigall childe, the loſt 
ſ&pe eſuch like, what elſe doth he declare and ſigniſie, but 5 
he is inclined to compaſſion, ready to haue mercp, and fo re- 
teiue into fauour all repentant ſinners. The pzond Pharaſie 
pꝛaped him to come into his honſe 4 fo dine with him. The 
god Lo2d which had taken vpon him mans nature, e was 
bozne foz the ſaluation of all, denped not this pꝛond fcilows 
requeſt, neither refuſed fo enter info his houſe, although he 
was ambitious, but downe at 5ᷣ table (at p lomof god, made 
man foꝛ p̊ ſaluation of men. He was connerſant among men, 
be did eate 4 dzinke with men. he offered himſclfe a helper to 
euerp one,ſhewing vnto all his godneſſe, without exception 
of any. Now her breing ſet at the table, there came one bnfo 
him in ſhape like a woman, but in courage a man, who bp 
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and very ill repozted of the wozld;and ſuch a one ind&diag 
euerp body mocked and poynted at with their fingers. But 
pet in the ſight of God ſhe was in great honour;not becauſe 
the was an hainous ſinner,but becauſe ſhewas pꝛedeſtina⸗ 
ted and elected of Cod from the beginning to raigne with 
vim in his heauenlp kingdome. 

This wowan hearing by repozt the renowne of out re⸗ 
dermer, and that he ſhewed bimſelfe wert and bountitull to 
all ſinners, defending them againſt the malicious ſlaunders 
and mockes of the pꝛoud and arrogant Pharaſies, and pꝛo⸗ 
miſing to euerp one that belæued in him, the kingdome-of 
heanen: this woman was inſpired both outwardly and in⸗ 
wardly by our Loꝛd and ſauiour Jeſus Chꝛiſt, to ſ q hears 
him pꝛeach. Then did ſhe by outward ſpeach erpꝛeſſe, how 
+ the was inwardly affected and moued in minde, and ſ&ing 
her ſonle ſoze ſicke and diſeaſed, her heart full of iniquity and 
finne,her conſcience defiled with all kinde of vice, her ſelfs 
fruſtrafe and voide of all hope of health, and deniſing how to 
retouer this maladie,addzefſed her lcife to ſk&ke him, who is 
the onely Surgion of all ſteke ſoules, ſhe ſought fo2 grace at 
the Mell of mercie, and though ſhe was a ſhamefull ſinner, 
pet was lhe receined of him, which came into the wozlv to 
ſane ſinners:@he tame not pompeoully araied, noꝛ pet camo 
with a traine, he came alone, and not emptie handed: Foz 
hee bꝛought with her a bore full of moſt pzecions ointment 
of a (wet ſmell, repzelentingthe Faith, Hope and Charte 
lodged in her heart. 

What conld this bee but the (wit ſmell of vertne + Foz 
what repꝛeſented the Box of Alabaſter Cone, but holy faith 
founded vpon the true coꝛner fone Jelus Chꝛiſt, wherein is 
tonſerued all vertues, and withdut which it is impoſſible fo 
plezſe God Came ſhe alone, being accompanied with Faith, 
Hope, Charitie, Humilitie and Repetitance? She entred the 
houſe {{ incaited(where was her Phifition)and putting a part 
all Mate. which ledeth to perdition, together with the mocks 
of the pꝛond pharaſies;whirh ſat at the table ſhe traut d com- 
and health loz her uch toute, acknowledging her mo 
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amd that bering certaine he to whom the came, had power fo 
help her. Unto this Phiſition ſhe could not haue come with» 
out Faith. ſhe was not ſo bold t hard as to loke Jeſus in the 
tate, but fell at his fete vpon her knees, lamentably weeping: 
and with the floud of her teares waſhing his fert „and wi⸗ 
ping and dꝛying them with her haire locks. Then ſhe killed 
them, and with her pꝛecious ointment ſhe annopnted them. 
All this while yer voice was not heard, but her heart ſpake 
vnto the true ſonne of God ſaping: J haue no nede to des 
tlare with mp tongue my inward griefes,02 to 3 
cauſe of my comming hither,(@ing thou knotoſt the ſe 
ol the hart. Unto ther J come, O Thiilt; fo: remilllon o bs 
uns, offering to the my ſoꝛrowkull heart foz ſacrifice. Snrely 
this womans wozking well weighed, gineth euidence that 
the was right heartelp ſozie fo2 her offences. Foz her Chꝛi⸗ 
Fall eyes and her faire face which was wont to be painted 
with coftlie colours fo; the adoꝛning ot her beautie, to allure 
licentious louers, and to like voluptuaus wozldlings,fs now 
turned into feares. Mer bodie which a fo:e time was g 
wen to delights, is now afflicted with faſfing : her laugh⸗ 
ing is turned info weping: and her firlk life Tab ooh 
bent fo pleaſe the wonld, ſo now it is moe behe 
earnefflie diſpoſed to pleaſo God With her faire hows 
haire which ſh& was wont to kerpe daintely,ſh& hath d2p- 
ed our Sauiours fete: her ſweat lips, wherewith the vſed 
to kiſſe her louers, hath kifed his fete, her odoziferons opnt» 
ment wherewith chte beaufiffed” her face in wantonnefle, 
hath annopnted our Santonrs fete. Now all this was a 
lure ſigne of Faith, Hope and Charitie, and thus pou ſ how 
wee ought to repent. Surely wer ſhould doe acco2ding to .

Foz although (ach 
motions ſ&eme to be motions of free will, pet thep tannot 
bee ſach, except God bonchlafe'of his woꝛking grace to ſans 
ttiſie the will, and to make it capable of ſuch god affections, 
Theſe two opinions recited by the maſter of the ſentences, 
in tet ſecond boke,e 27. diſfinction. J refer to the judgement 

of the Neader, and alo w them ſo fat fozth as they both agrer, 
that Vertue is a wozk of God in man t not ot man in him⸗ 
ſelfe. But pet they differ becauſe the firſt ſaies, that Vertue is 
not a mouing of the ſoule, fo2 that it is the onely wozking 
of God without man, and of mere grace. The other opini⸗ 
on latth, that Vertue is a god motion ot man, not comming 
Ff man but of God. and it is a wozkeof God in man. J dare 
not iudge raſhlp in ſo high and ſecret a miſterp, & thetefoze 
J appeale to the determination of the learned. It ſufficeth 
to know that V ertue is a wozke of God in man, not man 
in himſelfe, and in this point, as both opinionsdoeconſent, 
ſo J app zoue them to be true.

ment of God,beleeneth that thing which he ſ&th not Co be- 
lene ( faithS. Auguſtine) is to thinke bpon a thing, with 
conſent ta that thought: as when thou thinkeſt the Son of 


Gad was bozne of a Virgin, and toke mans nature vpon 


him,and conſenteſt to that thought, it is pzoperlp called be- 
lefe. This thought may come often by ſteing, and often by 
hearing. And therefoze S. Paul ſaith, that Faith commeth by 
hearing, and hearing by the word of God! Hi bnderſtands 
that by hearing, Faith comes into the minde and thought, il 


wee conlent therebnto. Foz we map behold aPzeacher with⸗ 


out conſenting fo that he ſaith,becanſe men doe not alwaies 
del&ne what the Pꝛeacher ſpeketh,foz that the conſent wher- 
in conſiffeth the perfection of Faith, comes of the mere gift 
of God, and not from ſeeing no2 hearing, but from the light 
of grace ſpeaking in the ſoule of the bel&ner, bel&ning the 
pꝛincipall truth, which is God, and wozking in him a con⸗ 
kent and agreement with that pꝛincipall and loueraigne truth 
aboue all other things. Do that Faith is a foundation bn⸗ 
moueable, both of belcuers, and of truth, ot the which Faith 


when it is ioyned with Charity: our Lo2d Jeſus Chꝛiſt, who 
is the onelp foundation of true bleſledneſſe, dwelleth in the 


hearts of ihe belœuers, and ſo long as Faith is in man, h& 
ſhall bes ſare not fo periſh,but Faith without Charitic is no 
foundation, becauſe ſuch Faith is baine and vnpꝛofftable. 


Faith then iopned with Loue oz Charitie belongs fo god

To beleeue a God, is to belene that all is true which: 


God laith,and ſo belive the euill Chꝛiſtians as well as the 

god, bnlefſe they bee Heretikes. To beleeue of God, is to 

bebeleue that he is the onely true and Almigptie * 
5 | 2 
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to the Diuels doe berlerue as well as the evil Ch:illans. 
But to belecuc in God, is to loue God, and to truſt in God, 
and in beleuing to iopne thy ſelke to God, by loue and obe⸗ 
diente, incoꝛpozating th& with his members, that is to ſap, 
bis Church. 

This Faith iuſtifieth and maketh righteous the ſinner, 
and this Faith being knit with Loue and with Charitie, bis - 
gins to doe god deeds which cannot be done without Loue. 
The Faith which euill Chꝛiſtians haue, is ind&de a quali⸗ 
tie ol Free- ill, but il is not knit with Loue and Charitie, 
which is the bond of perfection, and the life of Faith, as 
Faith is the life of the ſoule. And pet ſuch an vnſhapen Faith 

b&ing naked and void of Charitie, map be termed a gift 

of God: fo2 that the euill man may haue ſome gift of God: 
but that cannot p2operlie be called Vertue, betauſe that by 

Vertue-we learne fo liue rightly ; and foz that the dinels 

and. euill Chꝛiſtians doe line wickedly, it is a ſigne that the 
Faith which thep haue is dead, and therefoze is not pꝛoperlis 
Vertue; noz pet a wozke of Vertve. I thou wilt then haus 

thp Faith fo be god and wholeſome, it muſt haue fonre pꝛo⸗ 
perties, that is to (ap, it muſt bee plaine and ſimple, it ma 
ber whale and ſound, it mult bee conſtant and vumoneable, 

it malt be quicke and liuely. Touching the firſt, that it wuſh 

her plaine and ſimple, that teacheth the thus much in effect, 
that thon muſt bel&ene the woꝛd of God plainly and ſimply, 
and whafſocuer is therein contained without inquiring and 
ſearching in Gods miſticall matters by humane reaſons.

And therefoze loꝛ a teſtimonie of thy Faith, b not aſhamed 
to make open confeſſion in the congregation,of thy belcfe, 
rags with the fellowſhip # communion of Saints J beleng 
in the holy Trinity. as the holy Church founded by Chꝛiſt, 


wherofhe is yp head, hath taught me, ſo do 4 frame my faith:
